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REMARKS 



Claims land 5-10 remain pending in this application with claims 1, 5 and 6 being 
amended and claims 2-4 being cancelled by this response. 



Ohjfiilinn to Claim 4 



Claim 4 is objected to as failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. 
In response to the comments of the Examiner, claim 4 has been cancelled. Ion view of the 
cancellation of claim 4, it is respectfully submitted that this objection is now moot and should 
be withdrawn. 



Rejection of rlaims 1 -1 0 under 35 TISC 1 1 2 r second para 



Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 USC 112, second paragraph as being indefinite. 
Claim 1 has been amended in accordance with the comments of the Examiner to more clearly 
recite that the pair of opposing frame anchor assemblies extend from said transverse 
channel It is respectfully submitted that the amendments to claim 1 are made for purposes 
of clarification. In view of the amendments to claim 1, it is respectfully submitted that this 
rejection is satisfied and should be withdrawn. 



Kejectinn of Claims 1 r 2 and 10 under 3S USC 102^ 



Claims 1, 2 and 10 are rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by Field. 
Claim 3 has been indicated as allowable. Claim 1 has been amended to include the 
limitations of claims 2 and 3. Claims 2 and 3 have been cancelled. In view of the 
amendments to claim 1 to include the features of claims 2 and 3 it is respectfully submitted 
that claim 1 is now allowable. Claim 10 is dependent on claim 1 and thus, it is respectfully 
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submitted that claim 10 is now also allowable. In view of the amendments to claim 1, the 
dependence of claim 10 on claim 1 and the cancellation of claims 2 and 3, it is respectfully 
submitted that this rejection is satisfied and should be withdrawn. 

Rfjfirtinn nf Claim 9 unite r 35 USC 103(a) 

Claim 9 is rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over Field. Claim 3 
has been indicated as allowable. Claim 1 has been amended to include the limitations of 
claims 2 and 3. Claims 2 and 3 have been cancelled. In view of the amendments to claim 1 
to include the features of claims 2 and 3 it is respectfully submitted that claim 1 is now 
allowable. Claim 9 is dependent on claim 1 and thus, it is respectfully submitted that claim 9 
is now also allowable. In view of the amendments to claim 1, the dependence of claim 9 on 
claim 1 and the cancellation of claims 2 and 3, it is respectfully submitted that this rejection is 
satisfied and should be withdrawn. 

As all claims now pending are allowable, it is respectfully requested that this 
application now be allowed to issue.
